WASHINGTON, Aug. 23.—Ap- 
plications for water power sites have 
almost swamped the Water Power 
Commission, consisting of the Secre- 
taries of War, Agriculture, and of 
the Interior. Complete lists have 
been tabulated by States and the 
commission will begin soon the dis- 
posal of those applications. 

In some cases hearings will be 
held, where public. necessity makes 
the same desirable, or where there 
ie a rivalry for the same site.

PARIS, Aug. 23,—[{Exelusive Cabie:] Count von Hindenburg, 
man field marshal during the World War, was one of the ‘principal fis- 
ures at the funeral of the youngest son of the former Kaiser, Prince Joa- 
quim, who committed suicide. He attended the services in full army re- 
galia. The attention accorded him shows that the German military clique 
still rules. This even in the fmce of the new defeat for German arms, 
which really is directing the operations of the Bolshevik armies in the 
field. The French, with the Poles, are showing once more that, although 
Germany's business but a few years ago was war, they are more than a 
match for their German antagonists. The tide of battle was against the 
Poles until the French officers took charge of the army, and since then 
the enemy has been in full retreat and is losing many thousands of pris- 
oners and large stores of war material daily. 


DEATH TAKES COL. RAY. 


Col. B. B. Ray, who during the war had charge of the Quartermaster’s 
Department in this city, and who was active in other directions, died at 
2 a.m. today at the Ansonia Apartments. 

Col, Ray had a distinguished career. He was in the Regular Army 


about twenty-five years, serving in the Philippines and China as well as 


at various posts in this country. While in the Philippines he was kicked 
in the face by a horse. The bridge of his nose was crushed, causing a 
nasal trouble which hastened his retirement from the Army. He was 
retired from the Army in 1917, but again was placed on active duty in 


1918 and had charge of the Quartermaster’s stores in Los Angeles and 


at the University of Southern California. He was returned to the retired 
list in April, 1919. Since then he had been secretary and treasurer of the 
Linda Vista Oil Company. Col. Ray was about 60 years old. He leaves 
a widow, but no children.

rats and squirrels, and these will 
be examined for traces of disease. 

Dr. Pow in conjunction wit 
the Federal government, carrying 
on a publicity campaign against the 
diseasé-carrying rat. The advice to 
the public is to “Rout the Rat:“ 

“By starving him, through the 
use of rat-proof receptacies for food 
and covered metal garbage cans. 

“By depriving him of breeding 
places, through the abolition of 
planked yards and passageways. 

“By refusing him admission to the 
comfort of your buildings, through 
ratproof construction and screened 
basement openings. 

“By killing him at every oppor- 
tunity. 

“By demanding city antirat ordi- 
nances and State antirat laws.”

CAR OWNERS 
GIVEN RISE. 
Three-Dollar Increase for 


San Diego Run Accepted by 
About Half of Strikers. 


Anticipating authority from the 
State Railroad Commission to raise 
the fare to San Diego and other 
points, the three local stage com- 
panies yesterday granted an ing 
crease of $23 per trip to their strik- 
ing drivers, and the strike which 
was inaugurated more than a week 


ago was virtually ended. About fifty 


per cent of the strikers accepted the 
rise from $32 to $35 a trip, and 
restored their cars to service. The 
other 50 per cent of the strikers 
were inclined to hold for $36, but 
it is believed they will accept $35 
within a few days. 

The companies reached a decision 
just prior to the strike to volun- 
tarily grant the $3 rise, but the 
drivers, most of whom own their 
own automobiles, insisted on an in- 
erease of $8, or $40 pay for each 
round trip between Los Angcles and 
San Diego. The companies flatly re- 
fused to meet this demand on the 
ground that it was exorbitant, 
whereupon about 100 drivers went 
on strike. 

On September 1, the State Raflroad 

Commission will begin a hearing on 
the application of the stage com- 
panies for increased fares, based on 
a mileage instead of a trip plan. 
One of the reasons assigned for the 
increases will be the rise in pay 
granted the drivers. 
Another will be the fact that the 
cost of automobile ‘operation has 
practically doubled since the com- 
panies fixed their present fares. 

The companies traffic experts are 
computing the proposed scale of new 
fares to be submitted to the com- 
mission. It ie understood the in- 
crease will be abouf 20 per cent. At

The only recognition we have 
had thus far is the fine official mes- 
ange from the Los Angeles City 
Council,.to Gen. Obregon, congratu- 
lating him and wishing him success. 
If Washington, backed by the right- 
thinking sentiment of this country. 
will follow that wise lead, we will 
develop better feeling, firmer friend- 
ships and closer business relations.”

ADAPTATION OF» STEVENSON’S 
STORY IMPRESSIVE.

Once ain Maurice Tourneur 
seems to have risen to his accws- 

tomed heights in depicting the 
spirit of adventure and romance in 
“The White Circle,” showing this 
week at Grauman's. One leaves the 
theater with t only a series of 
vivid impreasidns of characters and 
emotion, byt chiefly a sense of the 
marvelous power of intensified 
photographic art to vigorous realism. 

Mow much of “The White Cir- 
cle” 
know, but the entire 
feature shows his influence. It is 
n far better transcription of 4 
Robert Louis Stevenson story than 
was his Treasure Island.“ 

You know, of course, that “The 
White Circle” is adapted from that 
graphic account of the dread Car- 
hoenari, and their revenge on the 
aged banker, contained in the 
“Pavilion on the Linke.” This is 
one of Stevenson’s most splendid 
*xcursions into the realm of ad- 
venture. 

Though there are, perhaps, a few 
waste episodes, the film has the 
merit of moving with speed from 
the opening scenes in old London 
until the final moment when North- 
mour relinquishes his claim to the 
sirl because of his love of freedom.
